A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner discussed with Mr. Carroll for Applicant's that the 
claims are in condition for allowance, however the claims 28, 33 and 48 recite the Trademark "PLEXIGLAS". The 
examiner noted that word "plexiglass" is a generic term. However, the term used in the claim is a Trademark and must 
be capitalized followed by the generic terminology. Mr. Carroll for Applicant agreed to delete the Trademark 
terminology of " PLEXIGLAS" and replace it with the generic term -plexiglass-. .
